Speaking therefore in my own name 
and without the knowledge of the 
views of my government on the mat- 
ter, I take the liberty of suggesting 
that there is perhaps reason for be- 
lieving that such visit of his excel- 
lency, the Secretary of State, may 
happen to be considered as inoppor- 
tune at the present time, in view of 
the fact that Colombia still finds her- 
self placed by the United States, in 
an exceptional position, as the only 
member of the numerous family of 
independent nations scattered over the 
face of the earth to which, despite 
its constant demands, the United 
States refuses to submit to arbitra-/ 
tion questions referring « xclusively 
to the interpretation o. public treaties 
and the compliance with obligations 


principles of international law on all 
civilized nations in their relations, 
one with another. 

“It igs meet to mention here that 
even the ex-President of the United. 
States, Mr. Reosevelt, both when he 
occupied that position and when, re- 
turned to private life, he has dealt in 
public with these matters, has al- 
ways emphatically maintained the 
propriety and desirability of submit- 
ting to the decree of an impartial 
tribunal of arbitration the decision of 
international controversies. involving 
such questions. 

“I shall appreciate it if this, my 
suggestion, is taken as born of the

COLUMBUS, Feb. 18,.-~-[ Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] In the death chamber of 
the Ohio penitentiary, with the electric 
chair and the old gallows as compan- 
ions, John Atkinson, Cuyahoga county 
prisoner, is conducting the largest and 
most scientific canary bird farm In the 
State. Every bird raised.in the old 
death chamber is taught to sing by 
the use of a phonograph. . 

Atkinson was received at the prison 
fifteen years ago from Cleveland, to 
serve a sentence of fifteen years for 
robbery. Before his sentence expired 
he killed a guard, was tried in: the 
Franklin county court at Columbus, 
and was sent back to the penitentiary 
to serve a life sentence. 

Three years ago Atkinson was given 
the position of guard runner for the 
Annex, where the condemned prison- 
ers are confined awaiting execution. 
He made his headquarters in the 
death chamber, with only the gallows, 
the electric chair and the pictures of 
those executed, as companions. He 
soon realized that such companions 
would drive him insane in a short 
time if he did not occupy his mind. 
He asked Warden Jones to be allowed 
to have canaries in the death cham- 
ber with him, to help pass the time.“

SUICIDES DECREASING.

State Bureau rf wal Statistics 
Shows Falling Off in Number of Self 

Murders. 

IBY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 18.—While 
statistics recently given out by the 
Federal Census Bureau show Califor- 
nia leading the country in the propor- 
tionate number of suicides, self-mur- 
der is decreasing in the State, accord- 
ing to a report’ for 1910, 1909 and 
1908 given out yesterday by George 
B. Leslie, of the State Bureau of Vital 
Statistics: Over 80 per cent, of Cali 
fornia suicides are men, nearty half 
are between the ages of 26 and 44 
years, nearly half use firearms for 
self-destruction and nearly half of the 
women use poison. 

“The decrease must be ascribed 
partly to the fact that conditions were 
more prosperous in 1910 and 1909 
than 1908,” says Leslie. “Suicide, of 
course, results from severe mental 
strain or worry, for which want of 
money is often accountable.”

Mr. Hays alleges the possession of 
a contract with Miss Carrau, by the 
terms of which he is to receive one- 
half of the property awarded to her. 
The claimants are said to have em- 
ployed Piles, Howe, Donworth and 
Farrell to contest the non-cupative 
will, and contracted to give them one- 
half of the property recovered. Under 
this agreement, Hannah laghan 
having died, Edward Corcoran finally 
was awarded one-half ofthe estate and 
Samuel H. Piles, the remaining one- 
half, under the decree of Judge Ar- 
thur E. Griffin. 

Litigation consumed a large part of 
the Corcoran inheritance, and he final- 
ly procured a matter of $250,000 worth 
of property.

It was the first duty, 
he said, of God's children to care for 
God's children everywhere. With that 


the order of B'nai B'rith had under- 
taken this work of looking after the 
orphans of Jewish parentage, less 
fortunate than others, and these boys 
and girls were to be given just such 
opportunities as his own children or 
those of his hearers were to receive 
—they were to become good and use- 
ful citizens. in the community. Purity, 
virtue and religion have been Jewish 
principles always, he said, and these 
boys and girls, who were the charges 
of the Jewish people, would receive 
those principles in this institution as 
they would in a home. 

In conclusion, he spoke eulogistic 
words of Harris Newmark, whose do- 
nations had made it possible to make 
a reality out of what had 2 a 
dream, and presented him with the 
silver ‘trowel that had been used in 


laying the stone. 
Rev. S. Hecht, D. D., who followed 


difficulties that had been surmounted 
in bringing the orphanage into be- 
ing, and said that it had required a 
Maccabean to overcome them and 
that such men had been found. Rev. 
David Cohen of Beth Israel spoke in 
Hebrew, and short addresses by Pres- 
ident Laventhal of Congregation 
Sinai and Superintendent Frey of the 
orphanage ended the speaking. The 
audience dispersed while the children 
of the orphanage led in singing 
“America.” 

At the evening public session of the 
Grand Lodge, which was presided over 
by Rabbi Hecht of Temple B'nai 
B'rith in the temple at Ninth and 
Hope streets, Rabbi Charles Freund, 
grand orator of the ogder for District 
No. 4, spoke to a large audience of 
delegates and their families on the 
work of the Hinal B’rith in 2828 
interest among the Jewish people in 
themselves. 

The organization, he said, had al- 
ways fought against anything that 
might bring discredit on Judaism. 
Because of the glortous deeds accom- 
plished, however, he declared, it was 
not to be thought that the order would 
now turn its back on action. 

The opening of the Panama Canal 
would make immigrants come to this 
coast, he continued, and the Jews of 
interior cities must not seek to shirk. 
their responsibility. Equable distrib- 
ution of the immigrants on their ar- 
rival is necessary and immigrant Jews 
from Russia must be so placed that 
they will not be patronized, will not 
be looked at as if they were younger 
brothers, but will be made to under- 
stand that they must not rely on the 
accident of birth for assistance. They 
must be made self-reliant, said Rabbi 
Freund, and so be made better Jews, 
and in making them better Jews, they 
would become better Americans. 

In the absence of former State Sen- 
ator Edward I. Wolfe, Grand Presi- 
dent Wise discussed the reasons why 
no Jew had been included in the list 
of twenty great men of history recent- 
ly made up except Moses, the law- 
giver. Notwithstanding such names 
as Espinosa, Meyerbeer, Mendel- 
Sohn, Disraeli, Rothchild, Heine, he 
said, no Jew had been named use, 
he thought the Jews never have 
worked together, and until Napoleon 
catied the Sanhedrim of France to- 
gether there never had been an or- 
ganization of Jews since the Disper- 
sion. 

He concluded by an appeal for cohe- 
sion, for a greater Judaism, wherein 
all men and women should act as God's 
messengers. Rabbi Montague N. A. 
Cohen of Butte City, Mont., concluded 
the public session with a prayer. 
This morning and afternoon there 
will be business sessions of the Grand 
Lodge: in the afternoon the wives of 
the delegates are to be guests at a 
theater party; and in the evening a 
clasa will be inittated at the Concordia 
Club.

RELIEF FOR MOTORISTS. 
There is definite relief in sight for 
motorists who hope for license reci- 
procity in New Jersey, since Assem- 
blyman Stickler of Essex county has 
introduced a bill, supplementary to 
the automobile law of 1906, providing 
for reciprocity with other States as 
advocated by automobilists generally.
